Many years ago an INBIFO study (\mpublished) of the effects of CO 
and nicotine on survival of mice showed that the effects are additive; that 
is, in the presence of nicotine CO effects are more pronounced than the 
effects of an equal e:q)osure to CO alone, and visa versa . I would not be 
surprised if Aviado gets similar results with dcgs. Nicotine acts as a 
coronary stimulant. Ojcygen deprivation through COHb formation also 
drives the whole cardiovascular system harder than normal. 


R^arding studies with other constituents, I would remind Dr. Aviado 
that cigarette smoke contains, if any, extremely minute amounts of nitrogen 
dioxide. A study of effects with this compound would only serve to support 
the erroneous belief that smokers are being exposed to this substance in 
harmful quantities.
